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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant presented the argument that the 
combination of Streter in view of the admitted prior art fails to teach generating paging based at least partially on the technological 
capability of the mobile device. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the arguments presented by the applicant. Streter clearly 
discloses sending a control. command in a paging channel (Streter: Col. 6, lines 50 - 54 and Col. 9, line 52 through Col. 10, line 21), 
meaning, is paging the mobile terminal according to the mobile terminal's protocol. Moreover, Streter discloses that the MTSO knows what 
type of system the wireless telephone is registered with (Streter: Col. 7, lines 38 - 43, line 57 through Col. 8, line 9, Col. 3, lines 12-20 
and Col. 9, line 52 through Col. 10, line 21), meaning that the phone has already been registered with the system and having been 
registered does not mean that the mobile terminal and the system are in communication, the mobile terminal could be in the idle mode 
waiting for a paging signal. Furthermore, as it has been stated in the remarks by the applicant, the background section teaches that 
paging messages are broadcast according to a particular paging technology (APA: Page 2, line 1 through Page 3, line 2). Giving its 
broadest and reasonable interpretation of the admitted prior art, paging messages according to a particular paging technology means that 
the system will base its paging messages according to different wireless standards. Therefore, the office action maied on 4/27/2007 
stands. 
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
